I will decide that you 
are not entitled to this decree in its present 
form, giving an order for arrest and jmprison- 
ment. You are not entitled to a decree 
incorporating an order for arrest and impri- 
sonment. I am not going to sign any decree ; 
for, if it turned out to be wrong, you would 
have to get it set aside by certioran, which 
would only embarrass you.

PLACE. 
LONGFORD CASE. 

. Facts of historical interest were mentioned 
in thé course of a case at the Longford 
Cireuit Court, before Judge Wakely. The

Juvenile Advisory Committees were appointed 
at Dublin, Cork, Limerick and Waterford. 
Che@@ctivities of the Committees had em- 
braced the establishment of special “ after- 
care ” machinery, whereby a certain amount 
of unobtrusive friendly supervision was 
exercised over juveniles during the first few 
years of their employment. In addition, the 
Committees successfully pressed for the 
establishment of coursgs of instruction for un- 
employed boys and girls. At present one 
such course was in existence in Dublin at 
which unemployed juveniles were obliged to 
attend as a condition for the receipt of un- 
employment benefit, and, in Cork, a special 
class In domestic economy was provided for 
unemployed girls, at which attendance was 

voluntary. 
THE SCHOOL LEAVING AGE. 

The Committees fecommended in 1923 that 
the school leaving age should be raised to 
sixteen years, hoping that in a couple of 
vears’ time conditions would so have im- 
proved that school leaving children could 
more readily be absorbed into the industrial 
and commercial life of the country. This re- 
commendation was not adopted. 

In 1925, 2,429 boys and 3,194 girls under 
eighteen years applied for work at the Dublin 
Employment Exchange; but it was possible 
te find employment for only 220 boys and 537 
girls. The total figures for Cork, Limerick 
and Waterford for a similar period showed 
596 children placed in employment out of a 
total of 5,147 registered. In the same period

Mr. Ferguson, in the course of his evidence, 
said that although a system of apprenticeship 
might exist making provision for the train- 
ing of the apprentice in all or in certain 
branches of the trade, the system on which 
the industry was conducted confined a young 
worker to one process or operation. 

Even in the building trades changes were 
threatened; though probably in this and 
certain branches of the engineering trade the 
craftsmen would continue for a long time to 
play a predominant part. Bricklayers and 
masons were being ousted by the newer 
methods. 

In all industries run on the lines of ‘‘ mass 
production” the proportion of skilled to un- 
skilled or semi-skilled workers was relatively 
small. For the mass of the new workers no 
lengthy apprenticeship was required. The 
breaking down of the old apprenticeship 
system was proceeding rapidly, even where no 
regular substitute had been created. 

Mr. Ferguson said that the Jearnership 
arrangements. under the Trade Board Acts 
had worked satisfactorily ; and he outlined a 
scheme for the general registration of learners 
and apprentices, based on the assumption that 
there was a general desire for the existence 
of some such system of control. Such system, 
however. had dangers and disadvantages.

Hankow and Shanghai. 


The news that Mr. Eugene Chen at last 
has come to terms with Mr. Owen 
O’Malley in regard to the future of the 
British Concession at Hankow was 
announced in the House of Commons yes- 
terday by Sir Austen Chamberlain, Mr. 
O'Malley had done a great service to the 
cause of peace, and the successful issue of 
his tedious negotiations with the 
Cantonese Minister encourages the grow- 
ing hope that sincerity and good-will may 
yield a friendly settlement of the whole 
Chinese problem after all. The details of 
the Hankow Pact are virtually identical ' 
with Sir Austen Chamberlain’s origina] 
offer. Mr. Chen is about to restore the 
British Concession to the British Muni- 
cipal Council, which on March 15th will 
hand it over to a new municipal 
authority, composed chiefly of Chinese 
citizens, with a certain number of British 
representatives. Thenceforward the Con- 
cession will be administered by this new 
body. The former privileges of the 
British residents will disappear, and 
Chinese and British residents will 
have precisely the same rights before 
the law. The Hankow arrangement will 
be applied also to the British Concession 
at Kiukiang; but it cannot apply to 
Shanghai, where the foreign settlement 
is international. Mr, Eugene Chen 
lays stress on the fact that his pact 
with Mr. O’Malley must not be regarded 
as a precedent, insisting that the 
Cantonese Government will recognise no 
agreement to which it is not a direct 
party, The British Government, on the 
other hand, reserves to itself the right to 
deal at any time with de facto authori- 
ties in other parts of China, and to dis- 
pose of its troops in such a way as to give 
adequate protection to the lives of British 
subjects in Shanghai. 

The defence of Shanghai is in the hands 
of General Sun Chuan-fang, whose troops 
have been routed in the neighbourhood of 
Kashing and are said to be falling back 
in. disorder on Sungkiang, which is only 
about twenty miles from Shanghai. The 
general himself is reported to be 
“despondent”; but the Governor of 
Shantung, General Chang Tsung-chang, 
has announced his intention of coming to 
his aid ; and Marshal Chang Tso-lin’s Chief 
of Staff, a garrulous gentleman named 
Yang Yu-ting, who is a newcomer on the 
scene, declares that the final defeat of the 
Cantonese is at hand. The Marshal, he 
says, has all his plans ready for a frontal 
attack on the forces of the Kuomintang. 
Before the decisive battle can be fought, 
however, he must dispose of the notorious 
“Christian general,”’ Feng Yu-hsiang, and 
of Wu Pei-fu, who has been changing 
his allegiance with bewildering rapidity. 
When these two adventurers have been 
‘“‘eliminated,”’ asserts Yang Yu-ting,

far less extreme in his demands than his 
earlier statements suggested. In the next 
place, Russia's influence is not so great 
as it seemed to be a few weeks ago. Mr. 
Borodin never has been very far away 
from Mr. Chen’s elbow, and we may be 
quite sure that he did everything in his 
power to prevent the Hankow agreement. 
We may assume, therefore, that Mr. Chen 
is beginning to assert his independence 
of Moscow. Everything depends now 
on developments in Shanghai, The 
events of the last seventy-two hours have 
been very disquieting. No fewer than 
108,000 workers are on strike. Anti- 
British feeling is growing among the 
Chinese population, and it is not being 
allayed by the policy of General Sun 
Chuan-fang; who now insists that 
the British ‘authorities shall deliver 
to him fifty riotous coolies who are 
being detained in the Concession. 
If the British comply with his request, 
he undoubtedly will execute the culprits 
en masse, with the inevitable result that 
Britain will get the blame. Possibly, 
Mr. Chen may be able to create a less 
dangerous atmosphere; but he is still in 
Hankow, and the situation is becoming 
tenser with every hour. The British authori- 
ties, fortunately, have sufficient troops to 
protect the lives of their people, and the 
Defence Force soon will be on the spot. 
Yet it would be idle to pretend that 
the outlook is promising. Shanghai is a 


powder mine which a spark may explode.

Science and Influenza. 


The -epidemic of influenza, which has 
raged so fiercely in London that virtually 
every business place has been obliged to 
work with a decimated staff, has begun 
to abate; but the incidenee of the malady 
is said to be moving northward through 
Britain. In Ireland this minor, yet dis- 
tressing, plague has appeared; buí, 
happily, thus far it has not spread widely. 
Its chief prevalence, curiously enough, 
seems to be in outlying suburbs rather 
than in urban centres. The medical officer 
at Howth yesterday reported one hundred 
cases. Influenza no longer fills the grave- 
yards. We no longer witness the spectacle, 
which appalled all beholders during the 
epidemic eight years ago, of funerals 
following on one another’s heels all day 
and late into the night. It may be that 
the human organism, which was assailed 
just after the war with the unfamiliar 
malady, now has established some measure 
of immunity. It may be that the germs 
have become less virulent. Largely, how- 
ever, the lighter affliction which influenza 
causes must be attributed to the prompt 
measures which sorry experience dictates. 
Attacked to-day by the epidemic, the 
average man is wise enough not to try 
to fight it on his feet. He abandons his 
work and flies to the safe refuge of the 
sick-room, reconciled to the notion that 
the world can manage its affairs for a 
few days without his assistance. Never- 
theless, the loss of working time and of 
general comfort, occurring on so large a 
scale, renders the scourge still a grave 
evil. In a report published to-day by 
the Privy Council Committee for Medical 
Research mention is made of a curious 
line of investigation which is expected to 
yield aid in the fighting of influenza. 
The report describes results reached by 
Dr. P. P. Laidlaw and Mr. G. W. 
Dunkin, of the National Institaite and the 
Farm Laboratories, Mill Hill, in studies 
of canine distemper. Immunity has been 
produced by inoculation with a prepara- 
tion of formalin. Pursuit of this line of 
research is expected to lead to the 
conquest of distemper. Now, distemper 
in dogs and influenza in man are 
analogous maladies. Henes it is held 
that “the right weapons for attack upon 
influenza are . . . to be forged in the 
easier experimental study of the animal 
maladies nearest akin to it.” Here we are 
given a single glimpse of the fruitful work 
which the Privy Council Committee en- 
courages ; but the whole report reveals an 
almost bewildering variety of scientific 
labour. From problpms of infant nutrition 
to the investigation of the biological action 
of light, and from research in applied 


optics to the study of industrial fatigue, 


men of science toil, under the direct 
patronage of the State, to discover means 
for the protection and betterment of man- 
kind. The Earl of Balfour, introducing the 
report, justly speaks of “an increasing 
recognition of the essential part that 
science and the work of ‘scientific discovery 
has to play in the varied life and develop- 
ment of the British Commonwealth of 
Nations,” Yesterday Dr. H. H. Poole, 
lecturing at University College, Dublin, 
on discoveries made in Dublin in the uses 
of radium, showed that in one branch of 
research the Irish Free State has made 
not inconsiderable contributigns to the 
growing fund of scientific knowledge.

A Fixed Easter. 

Yesterday in the*House of Commons 
Mr. Withers, one of the members for 
Cambridge University, introduced a bill 
which proposes to regulate the date of 
Easter. The bill is based on the recent 


recommendation of a special Committee | 


of the League of Nations that Easter Day 


shall. be observed on the second Sunday 
of April; and, if it becomes law, the date 


between April 8th and April 14th, instead 
of, as at present, between March 22nd 
and April 25th. It is probable that, in 
that event, other countries will follow 
England’s lead; for there is an almost 
universal agreement among the chief 
Governments of the world in support of 
a fixed Easter. The Roman Catholic 
Church is not hostile to the change, and 
the Anglican and Greek Churches have 
declared themselves definitely in. its 
favour. In England the whole business 
community desires it, since such a 
simplification of the calendar would have 
many advantages and would injure nobody. 
Its widest benefit, of course, would consist 
in the fixing of the first general ho'iday 
of the year at a time when there is a 
reasonable expectation of mild and sunny 
weather. A large number of members of 
Parliament of all political parties supports 
the principle of Mr. Withers’s bill, which, 
if no unforeseen difficulty arises, has an 
excellent chance to reach the Statute- 
book. As The Times observes, “ a public 
which is agreed that changes in the 
English Prayer-book are permissible is 
not likely to demur to alterations in the 
Table of Movable Feasts and the cryptic 
machinery of the Golden Numbers.”

SPEECHES. 

The Times Parliamentary 
writes :— 

In the House of Commons this afternoon 
Captain Jan Fraser will ask the Prime 
Minister if he will give time for a discussion 
upon the advisability of permitting certain 
specially selected front-bench speeches to be 
broadcast by arrangements between the 
parties at rare intervals when the importance 
and general interest of the subject are un- 
questionable, Alternatively, Captain Fraser 
suggests that a Select Committee should he 
set up to go into the matter. 

What is proposed is that on special 
occasions the speeches of the party leaders 
should be transmitted, but even then only by 
agreement between the Whips of the parties. 
Suitable occasions, it is urged, would be the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer’s Budget speech, 
and the reasoned reply of the official repre- 
sentative of the Opposition on the following 
day, or the speeches between 10 and 11 o'clock 
at night winding up the debate on the 
Government’s Trade Union Bill. 

At present the policy of the Government is 
that nothing that may be regarded as of a 
controversial character from a political, 
religious, or industrial aspect shall be broad- 
cast, and clearly until that decision is reviewed 
Parliamentary speeches would have to be 
excluded from the wireless programmes. 


OBITUARY. 


VISCOUNT ELIBANK. 

Viscount Elibank died in London on Sun- 
day night, after a short illness. Born in 
1840, he succeeded to the Barony of Elibank, 
a Scottish peerage, in 1871, and was créated 
a Viscount of the United Kingdom in 1911. 

Lord Elibank had a distinguished career 
in the Royal Navy, which he entered in 1854. 
He served in the China War of 1860, and on 
H.M.S. Wolverine in the Jamaica Rebellion 
of 1865. He was a Justice of the Peace for 
Selkirkshire, and a Deputy Lieutenant for 
Peeblesshire: From 1 until 1908 he was 
Lord Lieutenant of Peeblesshire. 

The Hon. Gideon Murray, Master of 
Elibank, succeeds to the title. The late 
Viscount’s elder son died a few years ago. 
He was Chief Liberal Whip for the greater 
part of Mr. Asquith’s Premiership, and was 
raised to the peerage as Lord Murray of 
Elibank.

CANON RICHARD MARTIN. 

Canon Richard Martin, Sub-Dean of 
Exeter Cathedral, who died at Exeter in his 
91st year on Saturday, was the ‘‘ Father”’ 
of the University Boat Race, being the last 
survivor of the victorious Oxford crew of 
1857. In that year a new style of boat, de- 
vised by “Lug” Taylor, was used for the 
first time, and proved a revelation to rowing 
men. The Oxford crew comprised G. W. 
Risley (bow), P.. Gurdon, J. Arkell, R. 
Martin, W. H. Wood, E. Warre, A. P. 
Lonsdale, J. P. Thorley (stroke), S. W. 
Elers (cox.). No. 6 was Dr. Warre, Provost 
of Eton College. Born at Staverton Vicarage, 
Devonshire, on March Ist, 1836, Canon 
Martin was educated at Marlborough and 
Corpus Christi College. He had been Pre- 
bendary of Exeter Cathedral since 1894, and 
Sub-Dean since 1911. In early life he 
was a master at Hereford Cathedral School.

DISSENSIONS AMONG HIS

SHANGHAI, Monday. 

The latest trustworthy information trom 
the front is to the effect that Sun Chuan- 
lang’s army is definitely abandoning the 
Kashing line and falling back on Sung- 
Kiang, which means the evacuating of 
Chekiang. 

Those in close touch with Sun say that 
he is in. a very depressed condition, and 
the feeling in responsible foreign quarters 
here is that there will be no further 
stand. 

It is known that there are dissensions 
among Sun’s generals, and that his 
troops, though well paid and well 
equipped, have no heart for fighting. 

Chang Tsung Chang, the Governor of 
Shantung, Sun’s former paid ally, has 
not yet sent any assistance, and it is re- 
ported that he has gone to Peking to 
confer with Chang Tso-lin. Altogether 
the outlook for Sun Chuan-fang is ex- 
ceedingly gloomy. 


EXECUTIONS IN THE

STUDENTS BEHEADED 
WITHOUT TRIAL. 


From OUR Own CORRESPONDENT. 
SHANGHAI, Monday Midnight. 

General Li Pao Chen, the Northern 
Military Commander of the Shanghai 
district, continued his wholesale behead- 
ings, without trial, of labour and student 
agitators caught distributing strike litera- 
ture in the native areas. i 

The number of decapitations is un- 
known, but it is reported that General 
Li’s troops executed more than fifty yes- 
terday, while to-day many others were 
beheaded in the streets adjoining the 
foreign settlement. 

Immediately following the decapita- 
tions, the heads were suspended from 
fences and telephone poles, with official 
proclamations containing General Li’s 
signature posted. alongside warning the 
Chinese public against Bolshevik agitators. 

The Shanghai foreign population is 
deeply stirred at the bloody spectacle of 
this morning, especially as most of the 
victims are of the student class interested 
in propagating Nationalist doctrines. 

- - FOREIGN PROTEST. 

I motored through the native area this 
morning and counted six heads suspended 
from fence posts in one street separating 
the French Concession from the Chinese 
city. 

The executions were conducted by squads 
of soldiers, accompanied by an executioner, 
carrying a large knife, and when anyone 
was observed distributing literature or 
attempting to foment the strike they were 
immediately seized and executed on the 
spot without any further formality. 

When foreigners protested at the 
executions, General Li replied that they 
were being carried out upon orders from 
Marshal Sun Chaan-fang, who was deter- 
mined to put down Bolshevism at all 
costs.

drenching the sailors standing to attention 
at their stations on the Renown’s decks. 
The storm was soon over, however, and 
the weather was fine when the Governor- 
General, General Sir Charles Fergusson, 
came on board half-an-hour later. A guard 
of honour on the quarter-deck presented 
arms. Mr. Coates, the Prime Minister, 


-and the other Ministers arrived shortly 


afterwards. Mr. Coates read an address of 
welcome on behalf of the Government. 
The Duke of York replied, saying that 
the day to which the Duchess and he had 
been long looking forward had at last 
arrived.

The Renown's guns boomed a salute as 
the Duke and Duchess left the ship in 
the Royal barge, which made its way 
through masses of small craft to the gaily 
beflagged wharf, where the Governor- 
General greeted the Royal visitors. Enor- 
mous crowds thronged around the wharf, 
and packing every window, and even the 
roofs of surrounding buildings, gave the 
Duke and Duchess a tremendous welcome 
as they set foot on New Zealand soil. 

The Duke was dressed in the uniform 
of a naval post captain, and the Duchess 
wore a pale blue dress and hat, with a 
blue silk shot cloak and collar, lined with 
grey fur. 

After receiving an address from the Har- 
bour Board, and shaking hands with the 
harbour officials, Their Royal Highnesses 
drove through beflagged streets, lined by 
tremendously. enthusiastic crowds, to Go- 
vernment House.

PARIS Monday. 

M. Poincaré’s action in proceeding with 
the execution of the Caillaux-Churchill 
agreement for the settlement of the 
French debt to Great Britain before it was 
ratified by Parliament has been promptly 
challenged by the Socialists. 

M. Vincent Avriol has protested, in a 
letter to M. Malvy, the President of the 
Finance Committee of the Chamber, which 
is published to-day in The Populaire, the 
organ of the Socialist. Party. He .asks 
what will become of the right of Parlia- 
ment to control expenditure if the Gov- 
ernment does of its own accord what 
the Chamber will not give it permission to 
do.

REPLY TO U.S, NOTE ON 
DISARMAMENT. 


‘‘Ttaly cannot, to her regret, accede to the 
proposal contained in the memorandum of 
February 10th.” 

That is the concluding sentence of a long 
Note handed to the United States Ambassador 
in Rome yesterday, in reply to Mr. Coolidge’s 
proposal for a Conference for the limitation 
of naval armaments. 

“Ttaly, with her unfavourable geographical 
position,’ the Note says, ' eould not expose 
herself, without grave risks, to a limitation of 
her naval armaments, which are already in- 
sufficient to her defensive needs. 

“Italy, in fact, has only three lines of com- 
munication with the rest of the world, three 
unescapable lines through Suez, Gibraltar, 
and the Dardanelles, for her supplies of food

‘Italy has an enormous coastline. with 
populous cities and vital centres, either on 
the coast or at a short distance, and with two 
Jarge islands, besides the Dodecanese, which 
are bound to the peninsula by vital lines of 
communication.

6 Rags year there seemed to be a real 

prospect of better trade in this 
country.

HIGH STANDARD OF LIVING. 
“We must not lose sight of the im- 


portance of maintaining a high standard 
of living for our peeple. Large earnings 
can only come from large production. We 
must, if possible, be ready to modify our 
traditional conservatism and _ cherished 
procedure where necessary, whether it be 
the privileges of employers or the prac- 
tice of the workers, when the common 
good demands it.

“There is no doubt,” added the

“The outlook for the future affords 
ground for reasoned optimism. First and 
foremost, there is the new spirit of co- 
operation and goodwill between the em- 
ployer and the employed, in which. the 
human element is the keynote.

MEMORANDUM BY THE 
BRITISH TREASURY.

LONDON, Monday. 
HE Treasury to-night ‘issued a 
“memorandum on the financial reso- 
lution of the Public Works Loans Bill, 
1927. The resolution refers to Clause IV. 


"of the bill, which confirms :— 


An agreement made between the British 
Government and the Government of the Irish 
Free State, as part of the ultimate financial 
settlement between the two Governments, by 
which the Free State Government agreed to 
discharge their liability in respect of the 
Local Cree funds by the payment to that 
fu..d, over a period of 20 years, of an annuity 
of £600,000, to be payable half-yearly on the 
lst January and the lst July in each year, 
and beginning the Ist “éan /, 1926. : 

This part of the resolution is required 


for technical reasons, but no charge on 
the taxpayer will, in fact, arise under it. 

The liability originally imposed on the 
Provisional Government of the Irish Free 
State under the Irish Free State (Transfer 
of Functions) Order, 1922, was to pay 
from time to time out of the Free State 
Exchequer into the Local Loans Fund 
such sum as was equal to the sums due 
from authorities and persons in the Free 
State on account of the existing loans 
from the fund, subject to the deduction 
of sums determined to be proper to cover 
the cost of collection, and such loss as 
might be anticipated to result from any 
loans proving to be irrecoverable, 


31,000 LOANS. 

Sums collected from authorities and 
persons to whom loans had been made 
were to be paid into the Irish Free State 
Exchequer. 

The loans in question had been made 
to various authorities and persons from 
the Local Loans Fund by the Commis- 
sioners of Public Works (Ireland) and the 
Irish Land Commission before the estab- 
lishment of the Irish Free State. They 
number more than 31,000, and are repay- 
able over periods of varying length, ex- 
tending in some cases to over 70 years. 
Ninety per cent. of the loans were made 
before the war-and ninety-seven per cent. 
before the Armistice. 

As indicated above, the provisional 
arrangement made in 1922 was that the 
Free State Exchequer should receive the 
payments in respect of the loans, and pay 
the amount due to the Local Loans Fund, 
less cost of collection and bad debts. 


70 YEARS TO SETTLE. 

These arrangements were not satisfac- 
tory as a permanent settlement, inasmuch 
as—- 

(a)—The debt transactions between the 
Free State Exchequer and the Loca] Loans 
Fund would take 70 years to settle. 

(b)—No British department could, without 
great expense and unneces-ary duplication of 
work, verify the cost of collection or the 
allowance for bad debts. or any variations in 
the amounts due annually, arising from 
r calculations of the annuities, premature 
repayments, etc. 

(c)—On various points of administration 
the responsibilities of the two Governments 
overlapped. 

It was, therefore, mutually agreed that 


the Free State Exchequer should retain 
the amounts collected, bearing itself the 
cost of collection and any loss due to bad 
debts, and should discharge the debt to 
the Local Loans Fund by an annuity 
payable over 20 years. 


COST OF COLLECTING. 
The cost of collection in the year before 


the war was a little over £20,000. In the 
three years 1922-25, when prices were 
higher, it averaged £21,800. 

In the years 1888-1914 sums aggregating 
£324,389 were written off from the assets 
of the fund under authority of Parlia- 
ment in respect of the principal of loans 
from the fund in Ireland, which were 
deemed to be bad debts. 

The capital liability incurred by the 
Local Loans Fund in making these loans 
is represented by Three per Cent. Local 
Loans Stock now outstanding, the cash 
value of which, at the present market 
value of the stock, is approximately 
£6,570,000 

The agreement was reached on the basis 
of an annuity, of £600,000 for 20 years, 
the fund to be relieved of the cost of 
collection and bad debts. This annuity 
is of sufficient amount to cover interest 
on the Local Loans Stock outstanding and 
to provide a sinking fund which should 
suffice to buy up the stock in the market 
in 20 years. .

MAN IN CUSTODY IN LONDON 


After a train from Bow to Broad street, 
London, had been pulled up outside Dals- 
ton Junction last night, a woman was 
found in a third class carriage suffering 
from wounds on the head.

MUSIC LEADS TO A 
RIOT. 


COMMUNAL FIGHT IN. 
BOMBAY.

, BOMBAY, Monday. | 
A Communal riot broke out in the. 
Moslem guarter of Bombay yesterday, and 
led to firing by the police. In the rioting 
two persons were killed and twenty-six in- 
jured. 
The cause of the riot is under investi- 
gation by the police, but the trouble is 
believed to have been due to a Sikh pro- 
cession passing a mosque in Chakla street, 
playing music. 

According to a trustworthy account, the 
Moslems asked the Sikhs to stop the 
music, and the Sikhs refused to 
comply with the request, whereupon a 
Moslem mob fiercely attacked the pro- 
cession with lathis (staves), stones and 
hottles, and forced the Sikhs to flee for 
safety. 

The excitement of the Moslems increased 
with the influx into the affected area of 
large numbers of bad characters, with the 
result that by 10 o'clock the mob, which 
had reached uncontrollable dimensions, 
wreaked its fury indiscriminately on all 
and sundry. 

Strong reinforcements of mounted and 
foot police were drafted into the area. Mr. 
P. F. Kelly, Commissioner of Police, 
asked the Moslem leaders to quiet their 
people, but they had to confess their in- 
ability to do so. 

The Presidency Chief Magistrate was 
summoned, and shortly after midnight 
the police fired a single volley on the 
rioters, who eventually dispersed, al- 
though the district continued in a dis- 
turbed state until 4 o’clock this morning. 

The small casualty list is noteworthy in 
view of the long-continued rioting, The 
dead include a Moslem, who was killed by 
& gunshot wound, and a Hindu merchant, 
who was belaboured to death by rioters. 

One European police officer is among the 
injured, Several of the injured people are 
in a serious condition. 

The district was strongly patrolled by 
police to-day. There has been no further 
outbreak. 
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Commenting editorially upon the 
thirteenth British Industries Fair, the two 
sections of which were simultaneously 
opened yesterday in London and Birming-

It aimed, that is to Say, at 
bringing wholesalers and retailers into 
closer touch. From that beginning, prac- 
tically confined, in the first instance, to 
trade within the island, the scope of the 
Fair has been extended since the war so 
as to include foreign buyers, and espe- 
cially to encourage production and trade 
in and with the Dominions. 

At the inaugural luncheon of the 
Birmingham section the enterprise was 
described yesterday by Sir Francis 
Newdegate—who pointed out that the 
value of British trade amounts to 
£359,000,000 with the Dominions, and to 
£466,000,000 with the rest of the world— 
window display of native pro- 
Of that display the native 
producers both here and overseas 
have no reason to be ashamed. In 
the course of time the Fair in London and 
Birmingham will be followed this year 
by the great fairs at Leipzig, Vienna and 
Basle. The manufacturers of the Empire 
are, therefore, placed on their mettle, and 
it may be confidently expected that they 
will stand the. test of comparison. with 
their foreign competitors. Peace has its 
battles as well as war, and both in the 
lighter wares shown in the four-and-a-hali 
miles of stand frontage at the White 
City, and in the machinery and heavy 
goods in general housed in the six acres 
of exhibition halls at Castle Bromwich, 
there is ample evidence that British pro- 
ducers are fully alive to the fact that the 
conditions of success in trade rivalry are 
far-seeing incessant enterprise, 
and novelty in design.

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LITVINOFF’S CLAIM.

VIOLATIONS. 


MOSCOW, Meanday,. 

Addressing the Central Executive Com- 
mittee, in reply to an interpellation on the re- 
lations between Great Britain and Soviet 
Russia, M. Litvinoff, the Deputy Commissary 
for Foreign Affairs, said that it could be 
seen from the authentic accounts recently 
ptt yoo in the Soviet Press that former 
Tsarist officials living in London were behind 
the anti-Soviet campaign in Great Britain. 

‘‘Several members of the British Govern- 
ment,’’ M. Litvinoff added, ‘are openly ad- 
hering to this campaign. Unfortunately, the 
British Government, as a whole, by its am- 
biguous conduct, contrary to the usual forms 
of diplomatic relationship, has given ground 
for the belief that it encourages this campaign 
by making unfounded general statements 
alleging the violation by the Soviet Govern- 
ment of the trade agreement of 1921. 

‘As far back as 1925, after the well-known 
British ultimatum, Lord Curzon undertook 
an engagement on behalf of the British 
Government to inform the Soviet Govern- 
ment without delay of the alleged cases of 
violation of obligations, so that such cases 
should not accumulate without preferring 
charges. | 

‘*T must categorically declare that neither 
the Soviet Government nor its Embassy in 
London has once received from the British 
Government the slightest indication of a 
single practical case of violation of the trade 
agreement of 1921. 

“ The Soviet Union is earnestly striving to 
establish perfectly normal relations with 
Great Britain. The Soviet Government is 
ready to discuss \peacefuily and to settle all 
conflicts and misunderstandings which may 
eventually arise, as is evidenced bv the 
Anglo-Soviet Treaty signed in 1924, and later 
annulled by the present British Government.”

MR. BLYTHE AND TH

Mr. Francis J. Fitrpatrick, who pre- 
sided at the dinner of the Pharmaceutical 
Society of Ireland in Clery’s Restaurant, 
Dublin, last night, said that pharmacy as 
a calling for women was becoming very 
popular. At a recent preliminary ex- 
amination fifty per cent. of the candidates 
were girls, and the figures for the past 
two years showed the high average of forty 
per cent. of girls seeking admission. 
Mr. Ernest Blythe, Free State Minister 
of Finance, said that what was needed in 
Ireland was more confidence by the people 
in themselves and in their country. [If 
they co-operated in a healthy patriotic 
spirit, facing the difficulties and tackling 
the problems, there was no reason why 
they should not produce in this country 
conditions like those dreamed of by the 
most optimistic idealist that ever laboured 
for Ireland in he past. 


COMING LEGISLATION. 

The President, Mr. Francis J. Fitz- 
patrick, proposing the toast of “ His Ex- 
cellency the Governor-General,” said that 
that gathering marked an important epoch 
in the history of the Pharmaceutical 
Society of Ireland. It was the first public 
dinner for thirty years, and most likely 
would be the last public function of the 
Society as at present constituted. 

“Our Government,” he added, “ has in- 
timated the necessity of new legislation for 
pharmacy in the Irish Free State, and we 
are looking forward with confidence to the 
proposed new charter from a Government 
and Parliament of our own people. The 
Council, mindful of the great honour con- 
ferred on the Society by the presence of 
His Excellency, desired to convey to His

NEW SYSTEM FOR SCORING 
POINTS. 


The Advisory County Cricket Committee 
has decided to recommend to the M.C.C. a 
revised system of scoring points in the County 
Championship, and. the counties favour the 
adoption of the smaller ball. 

The new -system of scoring is that recommended 
hy the special subcommittee appointed ly the 
Advisory County Committce to go inte that and 
other matters, Some slight alterations and addi- 
tions were made, and the scheme is as follows :— 

1.—Eight points to be awarded for a win in 
a completed match. 

2.--Should the match not be completed, five 
points to be awarded to the side leading on the 
first Innings, and three peints to its opponents. 

_ 5.—In the event of a tie, or if no result on the 
first innings is attained, four points to be awarded 
fo each side,. provided that in the second case not 
less than six hours of actual play has taken place, 
4.—The scoring to be reckoned on the per- 
centage of points obtained to points obtainable. 

Matches in which six hours have not been ac- 
tually played shall not count in the championship, 
provided no result of any sort has been attained. 

Warwickshire, at yesterday's meeting of the Ad- 
visory Committee, brouzht forward sn proposal in 
regard to the law of covering the wicket, and in 
this some slight alterations were made, se that, as 
carried, it reads as follows :— 

“ Any covering may be adopted to protect the 
whole of the pitch at any time after, but not be- 
fore, 11 a.m. on the day immediately preceding, 
unt the time fixed for the match or until it begins: 
jut in all cases where the whole’ of the wicket 
is SO protected in a Saturday start match, with the 
consent of the two captains the same covering may 
be used throughout the succetding Sunday. After 
ihe actual commencement of play the ground may 
be again protected, when necessary, and shal! he 
protected every night during the continuation of 
a match; but the covering shall be removed each 
morning, if fine, at 7 a.m. The covering, after the 
commencement. of the match, must not protect a 
larger area then eighteen feet by twelve feet at 
each end, and must not protect more than three 
fect six Inches in front of the popping crease, ex- 
cept on Sundays, as previously provided for.” 

Lord Harris informed the meeting that, accord- 
ing to Australian papers, the matter of the eight 
ball ever in Test matches in Ausiralia hed been 
adjourned by the Australian Board of Cenirol to 
their next meeting towards the end of Murch.

The hear was bd of the appeal 
by the plaintiffs in the case of Mathezon and 
another v. Wilson from a judgment of Mr. 
Justice Hanna, sitti bhout a jury, dated 
1st November last, dgsmissing with costs the 
action brought by the intifis, Messrs. 
Matheson, Archer, Brown, amd the executors 
of the late Walter Hume, to recover damages 
measured at £20,000 against the defendant, T. 
F. Wilson, for breach of a contract, dated 
25rd November, 1921, to the shares 
held by the plaintifis, fespectively, in the Ivy 
Weaving Company, Lurgan, and to procure 
the release of the ——— from their liability 
to the Belfast i pany under a 
guarantee to secure the overdraft of the com- 


ny. 

The appellants sought to have Mr. Justice 
Hanna 's order set aside, and judgment entered 
for them with costs for t full amount 
claimed, upon the ground that the judgment 
and order were against the evidence and the 
weight of evidence; that the conclusions in 
fact and law were not well grounded, and 
that the decision was founded upon matters 
neither mentioned in the pleadings nor ade- 
quately discussed at the hearing. 

Mr. Jellett, K.C.; Mr. Overend, K.C., and 
Mr. Campbell (instracted by Messrs. Molloy, 
Fayle, and Co.) appeared íor the appellants ; 
and Mr. Dickie, K.C.; Mr. Hamilton, K.C., 
and Mr. Molony (instructed by Mr. J. C. 
Erskine) for the respondents. | 

Concluding his opening argument, Mr. 
Jellett emphasised the principal points in the 
case with which he had previously dealt. 
With respect to the question of the approval 
of the contract, and the finding of Mr. Justice 
Hanna, that it was expressly subject to the 
~ big of Mr. Mortimer’s principal, Mr. 
Wilson, the defendant, he said that that find- 
ing was based entirely on what passed 
between Brown and Mortimet, the other 
parties not being there. There was no 
attempt made to prove that Brown had any 
authority to attach any further condition to 


ithe contract or to show that he had authority 


ito bind the other parties to anything that 

happened between him and Mortimer on that 
articular occasion. So far as Brown's 
vidence was concerned, it went on the basis 
hat there was a concluded contract.. He 
lso submitted that the letters that had 

pinn between the parties showed that they 
ad been written on the basis of a concluded 
ntract. 

Th» evidence of Mortimer as to what 
passed between him and Wilson in London 
before he came over to Dublin to do what he 
d been sent over to do, was absolutely in- 
consistent, he pointed out, with the evidence 
given by Wilson. According to Mortimer’s 
Fade Wilson told him in the most off- 
hánd manner to go away and try to pur- 
chase a controlling interest in the Ivy Weav- 
ing Company; while, according to the 
evidence of Wilson, they had a most 
eljborate discussion on the subject in Lon- 
we: before Mortimer left for Dublin; and, 
with regard to approbation of the contraét, 
he! could find nothing in the evidence that 
there had been anything about it mentioned 
betiween them at all. 

fith respect to the financial position of 
the. Ivy Weaving Company, the evidence 
showed that Wilson was in a position to 
know all about it himself, and án one part 
of bis evidence he referred to it as an in- 
solvent company. He asked their lordships 
to hold, therefore, that there was overwhelm- 
ing evidence to entitle them to come to the 
conclusion that the question of the approval 
of Wilson was entirely out of the case. 

In reply to the Chief Justice, he said that 
he certainly alleged that the plaintiffs had 
entered into separate contracts in the matter. 
each jndividual contract being subject to the 
performance of the condition which ap- 
pea on the face of the contract. 

Mr. Overend, K.C., following on the same 
side, said that he asked their lordships on 
the evidence to accept this document em- 
bodying the contract, as if Mr. Wilson’s 
name bad been signed to it. 

Mr. ‘Dickie, K.C., for the respondent, sub- 
mitted’ that this was a joint contract, and 
that the case should have been dismissed 
in the ÍCourt below, unless the plaintiffs got 
leave to amend the pleading so as to join the 
parties. Otherwise, no evidence could be 
legally given, according to the authorities, 
and the proceedings should be stopped. His 
submission was that no evidence could be 
given at all by Mortimer to show that Wilson 
was the principal. The only way his 
evidence could be given at all was on the 
second branch of the case, with reference to 
the subject of the approval of Mr. Wilson: 
amd that was the only way that any of the 
letters between the parties which were issued 
after the contract was made, was admissible. 
He submitted that no contract in this 
matter ever existed, because as it stood the 
offer could not be enforced as a contract: 
It was, at any rate, an undoubtedly bad 
contract, and could not be successfully sued 
upon, either as regarded Mortimer or Wilson, 
It was one joint contract, 

Replying to the Chief Justice and Mr. 
Justice Murnaghan, he said that in order to 
it must be

question of the incapacity of an agent to act 
at the same time as principal and agent in 
the case of the same contract.

APPEAL BY A SOLICITOR: 
(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE SULLIVAN AND 
MR. JUSTICE O'BYRNE.) 

An appeal was heard from the decision of 
Circuit Judge Sealy, in the case of James JJ. 
Ryan, solicitor, Thurles, v. James Fitz- 
simons, junior, Friar street, Thurles, con- 
tractor; Mrs. Alicia Freher, the Mall, 
Thurles, and Christopher Fitzsimons. The 
plaintiff claimed a declaration that he was 
entitled, under a deposit of tithe deeds, io a 
charge on the lands of Mullauns, Thurles, 
an account of what was due to him on foot 
of the charge, payment of the sum found due, 
and that payment might be enforced, if 
necessary, by an order for the sale of the 
lands. The plaintiff claimed that there was 
due to him £150 for principal and £20 inte- 
rest for money lent to James and Christopher 
litzsimons and for professional services. 
Judge Seely, in dismissing the action, re- 
ferred to a civil bill issued in February, 1922, 
in an action by Mrs. Alicia Freher against 
Christopher and James Fitzsimons to set 
aside a deed of 28th July, 1914, on the 
ground that it was fraudulent and void. The 
plaintiff (Mrs. Freher) had succeeded in that 
action, and he {Judge Sealy) had held that 
the deed was fraudulent and void. “That 
opimon was also held by Mr. Commissioner 
Pigot on appeal. Therefore, in his opinion, 
neither Christopher nor James was ever 
competent to give any charge on these Jands 
for loans made by the plaintiff. He dis- 

missed the action. The plaintiff appealed. 

Mr. Martin Maguire, K.C., who, with Mr. 
R. T. Cherry (instructed by Mr. J. J. Ryan) 
appeared for the plaintiff and appellant, sub- 
mitted that his client had no knowledge of 
the title of Mrs. Freher. and that, therefore, 
he was a bona fide purchaser for value with- 
out notice. 

The Court directed that the case be re- 
mitted to the Circuit Judge for rehearing of 
the question whether the advances made by 
the plaintiff had priority, in the circum- 
stances, to the claim of Mrs. Freher. 

Mr. Kingsmill-Moore (instructed by Mr.

James T. Dowling, assistant librarian, em- 
ployed by the County Council, stated that 
when the parcels from Hanna’s were checked, 
three dávs after their delivery, two bodks 
were missing. One was “ Everyday Life in 
Prehistoric Times,’ which had never been in 
circulation. At Hanna's it was stamped with 
the library stamp and number, From time 
to time they had missed a number of books. 

The. Justice, having examined the book, 
said that anyone who took it in his hand 
could at once see the library marks. Any 
ordinary person, to say nothing of a book- 
seller, should have seen the stamp. 

Heury McGee stated that he purchased for 
8s. a parcel of five or six books off Byrne's 
barrow on Aston’s quay.

As a matter of fact, the 
bill provides for the registration of all practis- 
ing accountants in the Irish Free State on 
1927, and gives ali regi 
accountants, and not only chartered and in- 
corporated accountants, the right to take 
articled clerks, who may in due course qualify 
for admission to the register. It is clear, 
accordingly, that there can he no monopoly for 
chartered and incorporated accountants under 
nd bill. é i i 
Mr. Biggar admits that “ serving five vears 
in a professional accountant’s office ” is quite 
a diferent thing from “five years’ actual 
accountancy experience,’’ which, according to 
the context of his speech, may have been 
aired in any class of employment, since he 
eddies into the London Association of 
Accountants any man “‘irrespective of the 
origin of his employment.” is is just the 
class of MEAS ' that the bill is meant to put 
an end to. We venture to suggést that it is 
in the public interest that people who hold

Sir,—This bill, which comes before the 
Senate on Wednesday, the 23rd inst., seems 
to require publicity. The bill is for the 
purpose of the registration of accountants, so 
that no one may practise as an accountant 
without being on the State register of 
accountants. There is no objection to that 
scheme, as it is in the public interest; but 
the methods of registration are open to very 
grave comment. The;tendency of the bill as 
to place the whole accountancy profession in 
the Irish Free State under the control of the 
two oldest established associations of account- 
ants practising in the Free State, one of which 
is affiliated to a similar association in England, 
and the other a branch of its parent organisa- 
tion in England. Those two very estimable 
associations require all entrants to the ac- 
countancy profession to serve articles for five 
vears to a member of their institutions, who 
requires premiums to be paid—sometimes 
large amounts—for the privilege of being 
articled, 

No provision whatever is made for the man 
who has been engaged in practical accountancy 
work in a large commercial undertaking, in a 
municipal corporation, or in a Government 
office, who decides to take up accountancy as 
a profession and. practise on his own account, 
Other associations of accountants provide for 
this class of accountaats, and provide a series 
of three @¢xaminations. which examinations— 
in the case of one association in particular, 
which is the third largest association—are 
quite as stringent as the examinations of the 
two older institutions. The fulfilling of the rigid 
test of the examinations is not considered 
sufficient by this third association unless the 
applicants satisfy the council of the associa- 
tion as to their having at least five years 
of practical accountancy work in their pre- 
vious business career. 

Members of the two leading associations are 
to be entitled to become registered accountants 
whether they were in practice or in employ- 
ment at the Ist January, 1927. Members of 
all other associations who are émployed by 
accountants of any association, or in any other 
employment as accountants, are to be de- 
barred from ever starting in practice as 
accountants in the Irish Free State: and, if 
they wish to commence business on their own 
account, they will have to go to Great 


he free to practise. On the other hand, mem- 
bers of the affiliated associations of the two 
promoting associations who are employed or in 
practice in Great Britain and Northern 
Ireland will be- allowed to come to the Free 
State and practise as accountants , 

At present the accountancy profession in the 
Trish Free State is overburdened with work, 
and the céming industria) revival in the Free 
State will result in still further work for it. 
This is not the time to close the ranks of 
the profession to all except those who can 
serve articles of five vears and pay large 
Premiums for the privilege. The whole 
tendency of the bill is to make the profession 
a close preserve of the two promoting associa- 
tions, to drive men of proved ability out of 
the Irish Free State, and toe substitute British 
accountants to fill the gaps. We want to 
retain all our young men in this country. 
especially those of ability, and this bill is one 
to drive many of them out. In my opinion. 
the bill should he rejected in the Senete. 
and there should be a conference of the 
various bodies of accountants with a view 
to the substitution of an agreed bill which 
would establish a proper and just system of 
registration and serve to maintain and pro- 
mote the general interests of the communitv.—

LOUTH FARMERS AND TALK 
OF BANKRUPTCY. 

The plight of the farmers figured largely 
in discussions at a meeting of the Louth 
County Council yesterday, when the rala te 
the year were fixed at sums equal to those 
of last year. lor reads the amount struck 
was £16,438; for county services, £26,554. 
tor poor relief, £35,620, and £1,000 íor 
Board of Health charges. 

The Chairman (Mr. J. T. McGee) said tha! 
last year they had borrowed £6,000 for the 
Board of Health, and they were paying back 
portion of that amount this year withont 
increasing their rate. 

Mr. Duffy suggested a reduction, 
that the people were not able to pay thei 
vates last year. 

Mr. McCarthy supported a reduction. be 
cause of the deplorable condition im which 
the tillage farmers of the county were left. 

Mr. Campbell said that so jong as Louth 
was administered, as it was. from Dublin, the 
rural ratepayers would be in a sad position. 
Though they had only equal representation 
with the urban interests. they paid 75 per 
cent. of the rates. He suggested that thev 
shonld strike off amounts allocated for 
parhamentary electors’ lists. 

FARMERS BLAMED. 

Mr. Connor said that the farmers them- 
selves were to be blamed for their plight, as 
they did not market their stuff with proper 
co-operation, and the result was that they 
were at the mercy of every Tom, Dick and 
Harry who wanted to exploit them. 

Mr. John F. Murphy said that he. as a 
farmer, deprecated the suggestion that the 
farmers were hankrupt. Taik to that effect 
only ruined their credit. 

Mr. McGuinness asked if the farmers were 
bankrupt, and the Chairman replied that 
agriculture was heading towards bankruptcy, 
but they were doing their best to avoid it. 

Mr. Carroli said that, while they were 
squabbling about thousands, there was not a 
word about the miilions that were being 
wrung from the countrys bv England.
